from their faith and knowledge ,who being inwardly vnknowen,ca- 
ried ontwardly a ſhew &- colour of great verrue and holynes, And 
therfore not without cauſe hath the wrath of God beene kindled a- 
gainſt his people, and they hane receaued donble correftion, ſeeing 
that in the firength of their knowledge they haue wittingly abuſed 
the knowledge of his holy name , Now 10 the intent that oxr good 
God by his Sonne Teſus Chrift may caft his eye of pitie and com- 
paſſion vpon this poore realme that Leth ſo deſolate and forlorne:it 
behooueth the one &x the other henceforth to learne, how they may 
berter performe their dutie of ſeruice and honor to theirGod accor- 
ding to his word, then the y hane done in time paſſed : and chieflie 
that they be wverie circumſpeft and heedfull not to defile or profane 
the holie Supper of our Lord in any kind of condition whatſoener, 
To this end I haue addreſied this ſmall Treatiſe wnto iheir rea- 
ding, wherin they ſhall find that the true preparing wnto the Sup- 
per, conſifteth not in the furniture of the bodie,inrich and coftlie 
attire, in gorgfons and ſtatelie ſhewes, in counterfait colours, and 
in outward profeſſing ofthe name of God: but in pureneſſe of hears 

wprightneſse of conſcience,that God which is a Spirit,may at 
nulliped of his in Spiriz and aruth.

And now it behooueth. vs tonote, 
that it is impoſſible we ſhould be made one 
with Ieſus Chriſt and enioy the rich treaſures 
that are in him,ynlefle wedo fir{t renounce An- 
tichriſt& his kingdome:and vnlefle we haue in 
vtter abhamination all idolatrie, ſuperſtition, 
& (uch traditions of man as are'ina dire&line 
ſetagainſt the pure ſcruice of God, the bounds 


and rermes whereof arc plaingy {et downe in 


his holy word, Forſceing that Godis our onely 
creator, & that inthe perſon ofthis ſonne Teſus 
Chriſt the true Iſaac, in whomalthe nations of 
the earthareblefled, he giuerh himſelfe entire- 
ly vnto vs his creatures;it is great reaſon thatin . 
like maner we by Faith ſhould giue and refigne 
vp our ſelues whollie to God our maker. And 
behold, for this cauſe doth God iuſtlic require 
his people, & command them in his Law, that 
They hare no other Gods before him + alſo, That 
they loue him with all their heart and ſoule, with 
all therr ſtrength , and vnderitanding : that is 
to fate, with all their parts, as well inward, as 
outward.

To this purpoſe S. Paul aduertifing the Corin- 
thians toflic Idolatrie, victh an argument ta- 
ken trom the coniunction and vnion that we 
haue with our Lord Iefus Chriſt in the Supper, 
ſaying after this manner. 7 he cappe of bleſſirg 
which we blefſe,ts it not the communion of the blood 
of Chriſt? the bread which we breake ti it not the 
communion of the boaje of Chriſt? Asit he would 
ſajie, that ſceing the Corinthians did not come 
tothe Supper, m__ & onely toreceiuethoſe 
earthlic elements, butreally and in.deede to re- 
ccile the bodie and blood of our Lord Iclus 
Chriſt, to the tnd they might belinked vnto 
him by Faith, and made ack, of his fleſh, and 
bone ofhis bone, it ſhould be more then excee- 
ding impietic and abhomination to be preſent 
atthe meetings ahdaflemblies of infidels, and 
totake part with them in their idolatries: and 
«therefore the ApoſHeſoone after addeth to his 
former reaſon, that the'Connthians Carrot 
drinke the cuppe of the Lord and the cuppe of the 
Denils: and that they caxmot be partakers of the 
Lord his table and of the table of Denils. Wherem 
he teacheth vs to vnderſtand, that it is impoſlr-

Qrine is contrarie to Chriſt and his holy Ge (= 
pell : it1sneceſlarie that all thoſe thathaue true 
faith in Icfus Chriſt, doe all their endeuourto 
fly from that poyſon of papiſtric, and without 
delay toſhake of the yoke of that Antichriſt of 
Rome, that they may entirelic offer vp them- 
ſeluesto the ſ{eruice of this good Sauiour and 
Redeemerleſus Chriſt. And if ſo be, thatnei- 
ther the fellowſhippe which we haue with the 
Sonne of God,nor yetthe promiſes of our hea- 
uenlie father canalure andinduce vsto religne 
vp our foules and bodies vnto God, to putour 
afhancein himalone, to ſerue andto worſhip 
him alone, according to his good will & plea- 
ſure, but we will neuertheleſfle ſtick faſt to An- 
tichriſt, and ioyne right handestoperpetuall

hearres, but it ſpecdilie begerteth in vs atrus 
and ynfeigned repentance: that is, atrue and

holy perfonages. We mult mourne inwardlie, 
cuen inour boxwels,& ſorrow vnfcignedly that 
we haue offended the Maieſtic of God, that 
we haue moſt wickedlMin former times abu- 
{cdourcreation, red n,& baptiſme:that 
we haue prouoked anger inalthe mE- 
bers of out bodie: that we haue abuſedour wit, 
our heart, our tongue, our teete and our hands: 
that we haue vnchaſtelie laide open our bodies 
and {oules(which arethe temples, wherein our 
Godwil hauchis abyding)to al kind of infiges 
litie, idolatrie, filthinefle ,blaſphemie, whore- 
dome, rauening, vſurie, theft, gluttonie, drun- 
kennes, ambition, exceſle, eh 4 and ofall the 
other vanities of this world : which isin effe&t 
as much, as if we would haue God the Father, 
the Sonne, andthe holie Ghoſt, tolodge in a 
baſe and vile backroome, full of deadly infeCti- 
on andfilthie ſtinking. Wherefore we muſt be 
ſoric for our wicked life forepaſled, calling our 


ſeluestoatrue and {trift accompt which may 


breede inour hearts an earneſt greife & trerh-; 


bling, that we haue in former times torne in 
KI broken inallthe partes thereot the 
awe of God, to followethe will of the world, 
of the fleſh,& of the deuil. The breaking of the 
bread inthe Supper, ought not onelie tomoue 
vsvntotheknowledge of our wickednes, but 
alſoto an abhominationthereof, being none 
otherthen whatſocuer is to be foundinysre- 
pugnant & contrarietothe pureandholylawe 


of 
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of God. For whereasthe breadisbrokenfor vs, 
or rather we breake the breadof the ſupperof 
our Lord Ieſus Chriſt, we arerolearne, that it 
is we, that itis our ſinggs and iniquities, which 
baue crucified an death the authorof 
life, which is cuet elameour Lordand 
Sauiour Ieſus Chriff, And therefore we may 
not do as the infidels in times paſt,which made 
greatlamentation,& deuiſed{harpe inuectiues 
againſtthe Tewes,Pontius Pilate, HerodzTudas 
and thoſe that had executed and put todeat 
Teſus Chriſt, & yet inthe meanetime flatter 
themſelues, gloried in their merites,and conf1- 
dered not narrowlie,that Iudas,Pontius Pilate, 
and Herod were none other, then the execu- 
tours and miniſters oftheir impieties and offen- 
ces. Letys conſider therefore inthe breaking 
ofthe bread, that ourſinnes, yeathe finnes of 
eucrie one of vs in particular, haue crucified the 
Sonne of God, and haue broken him withthe 
paines ofthe fir{t and ſecond death : Andeuen 
ſois it preciſelie witnefled inthe Supper, that 
the bodic of Ielus Chriſt was broken forvs,and 
that his blood was ſhedde for the remiſhonof 
our finnes . And ourheauenlie Father himſelfe 
doth teſtifie the ſame by the mouth ofhis Pro- 


phet Iſaiah, ſaying: But he was wortnazd for ouy Iſab4 5g +3 Y ; i 


tranſgreſſions , he was broken for our iniquities. 
Now if itbe ſo, that our finnes being weyedin 


the balance of God his iuſtice, are found to be 


of ſogre't conſequence and importance; that

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chis anger and diſpleaſure conceived againſt

vs, can by no meancs be appeaſed, but by the 
death of his onelie Sonne, yea,by the aka 
ſhametull death ypon 064 by which a- 
lone ſatiſfaction is pe d; why ſhould we 
nothencefoorthabho hnnes & wicked- 
neſſe, the cruell and bloodie murtherers of the 
onely Sonne of God? Behold, the Sunne & the 
Moone, the elements, the vaile ofthe Temple, 
the (tones & rockes were mooued at the death 
ofIeſus Chriſt, and ſhewed tokens of ſorow & 
heauinefle;and ſhal not we, which bcare about 
vs the cauſe of this death,abhorre ſo fouleeuil- 
fauored, andynfortunate a gueſt, who hath ta- 
kenyp his lodging in our heartes? and ſhall we 
ſufferhimto Bide orrather to dwel within vs, 
yntill he haue brought cuerlaſting death into 
his lodging? No verely. Burt contratiwife we 
ought to clteeme him molt dereſtable, as one 
that firſt did ſet vp a wall of ſeparation between 
vsand God our Clad happineſle : and as 
onethat hath cauſed vstoloole that image and 
reſemblance of God, whereunto atthe firſt we 
were created. Ir is he that hath defiled-vs with- 
inand without: it is he that hath ſpoyled vs of 
our holines and righteoutnes : itis he that hath 


driuen & chaicdvs out of Paradiſe: itis he that , 


hath broughtvsin bondage to the tyrany ofthe 
Deuil: tis he thathath made vs ſubieCt topo- 
uertieand ficknefle, and finallytothe firſt and 


_ ſeconddeath: Itishe, thatafterhe had barred 


and 
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anddiuidegys from God, cauſed ys toſeeour 
filthines,and broughtypon vs ſhame & blacke 
 reproch, that cauſed ysto tremble atthe voice 
of our God, which before was to our cares 
moltſweete & amiable, Itis he, by whomthe 
wrath of God is heaped vp againſt al mankind, 
whichis in caufe thatthe earth becometh bar- 
ren, and bringeth forth thorns and bryers, that 
women do = and bring foorth childrenin 
{orowe, and thatmen cate Peirbread with the 
ſweate of thcir face & trauaile of their bodies. 
. Now ſeeing that fin doth bring vpon'vs conti- 
nua'ly ſo many cuils & miſchiefes,it followeth 
that we oughtto retire & withdraw our ſclues 
trom it, cxcept we will be yoluntaric hinderers 
andenemies of our happines &fſaluation..And 
heere Icall intopreſence al ſuch,as wallowing 
inal kind of finne and wickedneſle, and giuing 
occalion of grieuous offencetothe children of 
God, are neuerthelefle ſoſhamelefle , as they 
dare preſume to preſentthemſclues at the Lord 
his table. Twould haue them to an{were, what 
itisthatthey promiſed toGod, & to hischurch 
intheirBaptiſme? They wil {aic;they promited 
to forfake the Deuill and al his works. Euenfſo: 
but bnne is one of the cheife and principall 
workes of the Deuill:: & why then dotheyriot 
abſtaine fromit? why are they trayterousand 
difloyal to God and to his Church ? why haue 
they conſpired with the Deuil, the world;-and 
the ficlh, againſt their owne faluation ?'how 
B dare 


na 
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dare they preſent themſclues beforc God, to 
craue pardon &remiſſon of their ſinnes athis 
hands, ſeeing that from timetotime they doe 
heape finne pon finne, andoutragiouſlie cru- 
cific again,as much as in them lyeth, the Sonne 
of God, oratthe leaſt deride the purgation of 
his blood , which was applyedtothem in Bap- 
ti{me? Letthe caſe be ofan oftendor,beggerly, 
needy, and deſtitute of al helpe & ſuccour, that 
he were fallen into a fowle and filchie bogge, 
whereourt by his owne ſtrength & withe could 
not eſcape, andofa King his ſonne paſſing by 
the ſaid place, that he tooke the paines to | 25 
him outofthis myric hole, that he made him 
cleane, and that he decked him richlic with 
brane and coſtly attire. Ifthis miſeralbe wretch 
{hal rerurne againe into this pit of filth & mire, 
defiling therein both his bodie & his garments, 
and further, placing his life in extremity of dan- 

er; maic we not iuſ{t8ie thinke him to be yn- 
thankful aboue meaſure, and carelefle of that 
princelic bountic and humilitie? On the other 
fide, maie wenot boldlie afhirme, that he hath 
wittingly & willingly taken an othe;as it were, 
e's his ownelife and fafetie? andthathe is 
worthy to cometoruine,and to periſh without 
alhelpe and ſuccour? Like is the caſe betweene 
vs-and Teſus Chriſt. We are al fallen into the 
fowle pitoffinne, inthe perſon of Adam : we 
are-al offendors before God, worthie ofinnu- 
merable gibers : we cannot ofouz {clues by any 
Meancs

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meanes poſſible get out ofthis pit of ourdeſtru- 
ction,into the which we are fallen by our owne 
defaulte and follic . The Sonne of God, the 
King of Kings, the Lordof Lords, notonelic 
draweth vs our of this filthy pit, but waſheth vs 
cleane alſo with his pretious blood , & vouch- 
{afeth to cloath vs with his owne garment of 
rightcouſneſle & innocencie, If we fall to tum- 
ble and to wallow againe in the pit of finne, if 
we pleaſe our ſelues therein, if we defile and 
ſtayne the garment of innocencie, which he

we not maniteſtlie contemne the loue and the 
benefit of Ieſus Chriſt not able no be yalued & 
eſteemed? & are we not worthie to rot an hun- 
dredthouſandrimes in our yncleannefle, or ra- 
ther withthe Dcuill in hell to gnaſh our teeth 
for euer? Iris out ofal controuerfie. Then fith 
it is ſo, that the end of our redemption, Bap- 
tiſme, & juſtification, requireththat we ſhould 
abſtaine fromſinne(ſo farre asis poſſible, and 
the fraylencs of mans nature can permit)it be- 
hooucth vs toemploy al our paine & diligence 
by the mightie power ofthe Spirit ofGod, to 
driue outof our ſoules & bodies al yncleannes, 
filthines, idolatrie, blaſphemie, rebellion, ha- 
tred, murther,whoredome,fſtealing,vſurie,and 
al other thingscontrarieto his holy law,vnleſle 
we wil be vathankefull towards Ieſus Chriſt, 
and open enemies to his Church, and to our - 
owne {aluation, |

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Now, becaule it is not ſufficient, to the end 
we may be endued with true repentance, that 
weknow our fins, that we abhorrethem, con- 
fefle them, & abltaine fromthem; but we muſt 
alſo know,defire,and do that which is good, as 
wearechargedin the wordof God: We areto 
looke narrowlyto thoſe reaſons, whereby we 
ought tobe ſtirred vp to ſanRtifie the name of

Canhedwellin vs? canhe feede ys 
with his owne ſubſtance? can he quicken ys 
with his Spirit? can he ioyne vs vnto himlelte, 
and tyevs with the linkes of Faith, and yetney- 
therhe, nor the holy Ghoſt, nor Faith ſhal pre- 
uaile with vs to the bringing forth of good and 
holy workes & actions? Further, ſecingitisſo,

dailie bread which God giueth vs forthe foode | 
8& nouriſhment of our bodies, »w9ht to be ſartti- 
fied by theword, & receinedwith gining of thanks : 
is itnot our partes; ſo much therather to giue 


+Godthanks, for the heauenlie bread, and for 


nouriſhment of our ſoules offered and giuen 
effeQtuallie ynto vs in the holy ſupper? yea,that 
which ought to be ynto vs a notable pronoca- 
tion, we "A that our Saniour himſclfe hath by 
B ij his 
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his owne example declared vntovs our duetie 
in this behalfe. For when he tooke the bread, S. 
Mathew andS. Marke record, that he bleſſed rt 
before hebrake it and gaze it to his diſciples which 
word of bleſſmg S. Luke expoundeth to be ge- 
wing of thanks. Now ſeeing that Ieſus Chriſt 
when he tooke the bread, gauethanks to God 
his father, which he did in like manner when 
hetookethe cuppe, and all forthe redeeming 
of mankind: is it rfot aprincipal & chiete point 
ofourduety, to render likethanks, ſecing it1s 


we onelie which receiue {o great and excellent - 


a benefite? But tothe end we may bethe better 
mooued and ſtirred vp to this acceptable facri- 
fice of thankſgiuing, it bchooueth vs tothinke 
yponthe nc of the benchrte of our re- 
demption, and yponthat moſt excellent pre- 
{ent which God beſtowerh vppon vs at this 
holy Table: which cannot be done except we 
enter into adeepe & due confideration of our 
miſerable eſtate and condition, a figne where- 
of was long fſithens exprefledyntovs in the te- 
porall captiuitie'and bondage of Gods people 
inEgipt.Weſee there, how Pharoh was ſtrong 
and mightic,how he knewe not the Almighty, 
how hee pretended to putto death the whole 
ſtock and feed ofthe Iſraclites by the ſuppreſſi- 
on and cutting ſhort of the male children, We 
ſeealſo howheenioynedthe Hebrews tolabor 
exceſſtue & vnreaſonable,yea without all hope 
of anje wages or reward; how he would not 


ſufter 
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ſuffer them to offer ſacrificevntothe Lord, nor 
to depart out of the land of Egipr, And this 0- 

inon continued not for one ycare ortwo, but 
by the ſpace of fowre hundred & thirty yeares: 
wherein we maie clearclie behold the liuelie 
picture and reſemblance of our moſt wretched 
and miſerable eſtate, We were all loſt in Adam, 
and brought to ruine & deſtruction. We were 
retayned captiuesinthe infernall Egypt, vnder 
the tyrannie of the ſpirituall Pharaoh, whichis 
the Deuill, This tyrant wasſtong and mighrie: 
hee would not ſufferys to ſerue our God: he 
made vs torake an endleflc and reſtYefle labour 
inthe ſcruile and frujtlefle workes of finne, for 
theeſtabliſhing of his kingdome : he ſlew not 
onelie our male children, but caried vsal with- 
out anie difference into cuerlaſting deſtruction 
of bodic and {oule. Which tyrannie had not 
continued and endured onelie for aſhort ſca- 
ſon, but had beneeuen in a prooued ftrength 
and fulnes for euer, if we had not benethence 
deiiuered bythe power and mercy of our God, 
through the miniſtrie andMmecane of that true 
Moyſes, our Lord Ieſus Chriſt, thetruclambe 
deliuered as it were into the iawes of death, 
that we mightbee ſaued and obtaine eternall 
life. For ſo itis plainely teſtified in the ſcripture, 
that God ſoloned the world, that he gane his onelie 
begotten ſonne , tothe end that whoſoener beleened 
in him, ſhould not periſh but hane enerlaſting life, 


Now ſeing that God hath bene ſo bountifull 


and 
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and mercifull vnto vs, that he hath ſet vs at li- 
bertic from the tyranic of the Deuill, of finne, 
of death,and ofhel: ſeing that his loue towards 
vs hath bene ſowonderfull, that he hath ſuf- 
fered his onelie ſonne to endure a cruell and 
ſhamefull death, to deliuer vs which wear ſer- 
uants and bond{laues to the deuill : his welbe- 
loued,, for ys which were his enemies : the 
is pe and #he lambe without ſpot , for vs 
which were finfull and altogether corrupted; 
the onelie inheritour of heauen , for vs the true 
and lawfull heires of hell: ought we not to . 
be rauiſhed with an admiration of this won- 
derfull and vnutterable loue of our God to- 
wards ys? andto haue our tongues continually 
vnfolded and yntied to chaunt out with loud 
& cleare yoicethe praiſe of this benefite of our 
redemption?Let ys remember that Icſus Chriſt 
himſelfedoth put ys inminde of our dueticin 
this behalfe, when he ſaith touching the cele- 
brating of his holie Supper, Do this in remem- 
brance of me. And $S. Paul expoundeth this re- 
membrance,where he giueth vs tovnderſtand 
that as often as we ſhall eat this bread aud drinke 
this cuppe we ſhew the Lords death wntill his com- 
»ing. Then fithit is ſo, that God requireth at 
Ks. 100 Es a true and ynfeigned acknowled- 
ging of thoſe benefites which we receiue of 

is bountie and largenes , bythe meane of our 
Lord and Sauiour Icſus Chriſt; ler vs be well 
aduiſed;that we be not ſpotted orinfeRed = 
tne 
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the vice of ingratitude, except we wil incur the 


wrath and heauy diſpleaſure of God,& o finde 


| himaſharpe &lcuereiudge, whom we would 


not acknowledge a louing,gentle, & pitiful fa- 
ther: to which purpoſe S.Paulthreatneth al vn- 


thankful,where he ſaith,YYhoſoemer ſhall eate this 


bread,ch drink.the cup of the Lord unworthilyſhalbe , cor11 25, 


guiltie of the body & bloodof the Lord, andiſoone 
afterin the ſameChap. He that eateth & drinketh 

wunworthil y,cateth 5 drinketh hisowne dammation, 

And ſurely it tideth with good reaſon that the 

vengeance of God is diſcharged vponalthoſe 
whſch wickedly ſuppreſle the gloric of God,e- 
ſpecially inthatthing which concerneth their 
ownſaluation,For if atheefe being nowinthe 
hands of the hangman for felontiie whereofthe 
was iuſtly & Jawfally codemned, reiecting the 
Prince his free pardon & grace,andnot youch- 
{afingto thank him forthe ſame, is wel worthy 
to be diſpatched with expedition : orifa child 
which daylie and howerly recciueth of his fa- 
ther all things neceſlarie 4 his life and main- 
tenance, and hath not once in his mouth the 
word of kindnefle, Ithanke you father,is wor- 
thy to be beaten with many (tripes: how much 
moreare we, which for our manifold and out- 
ragious offences and treſpaſles haue juſtly de- 
ſerued tobe hanged vpin hell, when wecon- 
temne and et at naught the grace and fauour 
of God our ſouereigne Prince, 8& make no ac+ 
cory of the eternal bleſſings, which he giueth 
= : VS 
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vs in Chriſt, offered vnto vs inthe holy Supper: 
how much more(1faic)are we worthy to pe- 


riſh for our vnthankfulneſſe, ſo fowle and odi- * 


ous a finne before God and man? Now concer- 
ning this matter ofthankfulnefſe, theſe poynts 
following are to be diligentlie regarded & ob- 
ſerued. Firſt, we muſt make this recogniſance 
to God alone, by his onely Sonne our Lord and 
Sauiour Ieſus Chriſt. For euen as God by his 
Sonne alone hath created & redeemed vs \ Fo 
eucrlaſting death:ſo he would haue vs to render 


thankes to him alone for al his benefits, & that. 


by his onely Sonne in whom he is well pleaſed. 
This we may learne of S. Paul in many places, 
& ſpecially in his Epiſt. ro the Ephe.where it is 
written in this wiſe . Bleſſed be Godemen the Fa- 
ther of our Lord Ieſus Chrift, which hath bleſſed vs 
with all ſpiritual bleſſmg in heauely things in Chriſt, 
as he hath choſen vs in him before the foundation 
ef the world. Then they that call yppon Saints, 
that put theirtruſt in them ortotheir merites : 
they that make them the patrones and aduo- 
cates oftheir cauſes : alſo they that are repoled 
ypontheir owne ſtrength, free will, or good 
works,do manifeſtly rob God ofhis glorie,and 
cannottruely performe the gluing of thankes 
for the ſingular benefite of their redemption. 
Far we cannot attribute to any creature, beir 
neuerſolittle in the matter of our faluation, bur 


we ſhalbe culpable of treaſon in the higheſt 


degree againſt the maiecſtic of our maker, And 


therefore,

therefore, let vs, renouncingour ſclues and all 


the creatures of God inthe whole or in part, 
ſay withthe Apoſtle, Now vnto the king exerla- 


ſting, immortal, inwiſible , vnto God onely wiſe, be TTILI7. 


honor and glorie for ener and ener. Amen. 
Secondly, this giuing of thankes muſtnor 
onely ſound out otthe mouth, butitmultalſo 
proceed from the heart. For ſceing that Godis 
a Spirite, he requireth of vs ſucha kinde ofſer- 
uiceasisfitlic anſwerableto his nature, thatis 
ro ſay, he will be worſhiped and ſerued of vs in 
* Spiritartd truth, And therefore when weſhall 
be occafionedto praiſe God forthe benefite of 
redemption, we muſt haue our hearts erected: 
that there may be a ſweete agreementand mu- 
tuall accord betweene our afteions within, 
and ourtongue without, as we ſeethatDauid 
exhorted hiumſelfe to this manner of ſeruing 


and praiſing God, 2 ſowle, ſaith he,praiſe thou 7/2103.r. 


the Lord, andall that ts within me, prarſe his holie 
name. My ſaule praiſe thou the Lora, and forget 
not all his benefites, Andthe holie Virgin fingeth 
the ſame notes, My ſole doth magnifie the Lord, 
and my ſpiritereioycethin God my Sauionr,, Then 
we may hereby vnderſtand, that all hypocrites 
and diffembles,and all thoſe that ſing & praiſe 
God in an vnknowen language-are heere re- 


prooued for their ſeruice, For withoutynder- 


{ſtanding there can neither be affeion, nor 
wil,norconſequently Faith, withoutthe which 
what ductie ſo cuer we performe to God, beare 

it 
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itncuerſo faire a colour 1n appearance to the 
eyes of men, is finne abhominable in the eyes _ 
of God. Then let ys take heede that webe not 
taken halting in this point, leſt we be condem- 
ned withthe people of the Iewes, which wor- 
ſhipedand ſerued God in yaine, becauſe They 
came neere vnto him onely with their tongue , aud 
honored him with their lippes but their hearts were 


farre from hin, 


Thirdly,this duety is at al timesto be perfor- 


med, thatis to ſaic, aswel in time ofaduerfitie, .|. 


asintime of proſperitie, To which purpoſethe ' 
Prophet Dauid proteſteth , that Hewill abvaie 
ine thankes unto the Lord: and that his praiſe ſhall 
in his month continually, AndS.Paul admoni- 
ſheth the Theſſalonians To giue thankes in all 
things,with this addition, For this ts the wil of god 
in Chri#t Teſia, This preceptis greatly —_ 
toourtymemen, & toal ſuch as court theGol- 
pel intime of proſperitie, & are then right glad 
andeafilie entreated to praiſerhe Lord, whom 
afterward in time of aduerſitic they curfle and 
diſhonour. The cauſe ofthis miſchiefeis , for 
that they came notto be ofthe Church foran 
true end and good purpole, as namely, to exalt 
the gloric of God, to procure their ſaluation 
with the ſaluation of their brethren: butrather 
to become great and mightic in pofleſſions & 
honorable places, &rto fatiſhe their owne pri- 
uatE andparticularhumors. Whereupon it c6- 


meth topaſle, that ſoſoone as the deuill lifteth 


VP 
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vp his hotnes againſt the church of God, and 
chat perſecution is athand , iramediatlie they 
melt away in affliction as wax before the fire, 
thiey arc offended, they are driedvp & parched 
in the ſunne of the crofle, they are ſoricfor all 
the good which they haue doone, andrepent 
they haue bene caried with ſo haſtic aſwinge, 
to confeſle the name of the lord Iefus Chriſt in 
the aſſemblic of the faithfull : they wouldthey 
had neuer knowneeither God, or his word, or 
his church, or his miniſters : becauſe they ſerr 


'. more OF meſle of potage as Eſau did, then by Gen. 25:33. 


the birthri ghtandblefling ofthe heauenlic Fa- 
ther, Butletthis kind of people knowe, that ir 
ſhal no more profitethem,then it auailed Cain, 
Efau, Saul, and Iudasto haue made a good be- 
gona , andas it wereto haue lifted yp their 

cild andtargertluſtilic atthe fuſt in the Lords 
quarrell. For m_ the ſentence is generall,

Fir{t, whereas it is our dutie to (tay one for an- 
other,and itisnotlawfull for eucry one of vs ts 
receiuethe Supper fingle, but whenthe whole 
congregationis aſſembled, al the faithful toge- 
ther do take. & eate,and drinke,the bread & the 
wine of the Supper,according tothe comman- 
dement of Ieſus Chriſt, ſaying, T ake,eate, drinke 
yealof this: itisa certeine token & witnefle that 
weoughtto be all vnited & knit together, Fur- 
ther, whereas we being all met in oneand the 
ſelfe ſame houſe of God, which is his Church, 
weall do there together call ypon one andthe 
ſelte ſame father which is in heauen, we haue al 
one and the ſelfe ſame head, aduocate,& inter- 


ceflour which is Ieſus Chriſt:whereas we do al 
| heare 
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hearc one &the ſelfſame word of God, where- 
as we doall cate one and the ſelfe ſame ſpiri- 
tual meate,& doaldrink one andthe ſelfe ſame 
ſpiritual drinke:and whereas we all as brethren 
lay claime to one andrhe ſelfeſame inheritice, 
whichis the kingdome of heauen: ought we 
notto be ſtirred yp and inflamed hereby to car- 
ric an ynfeigned & an carneſt affeftion one to- 
wards another? Laſtly,the very making of that 
bread & wine which1is vſed in the Supper,doth 
teach ys what ynion & concord of hearts and 
minds there ought to be betweene vs the chil- 
dren of one andthe ſame heauenly father, For 
euen as we ſeethatthe bread is made of diuerſe 
cornes, which neuertheleſle is but one loafe : & 
as the wineis made of many grapes, which ne- 
uertheleſſe, when it is made,is but one wine: ſo 
ought all Chriſtians which in themſelues are 
manie, to be vnited by loue in one body, which 
is the Church, whereof Ieſus Chriſt is ro be the 
ſole head, & captaine. Then we muſtnote thar 
this loue,wherunto we are exhortedinthe ſup- 
per by ſomany arguments,is abſent where men 

arcinfeted with hatred, ſtrife, rancor, debate, 

factions, & with. hote ſutes to the hinderance of 
their brethren.and therfore before we cometo 

this Supper, whichis a witneſle of our yniting 

as well with Ieſus Chriſt, as with his Church, it 
there be any ſtrife or quarrel betweene vs &our 

brethren, we muſt in all 000d and amiable ſort 


be reconciled:ifwe haue binoffended,we mult

enemies: as we would haue Godto forgiue ys, 
and as weſce that our Lord Iefus Chriſt left ys 
an example ofthis loue andcharitic , whenhe 
prayed to God his father for his enemics which 
put himto a cruel death:whereof Sain&Steuen 
alſo giuethys a godly example . Alſo it istobe 
noted, that this loueistobe practiſed of all e- 
ſtates:as welofkings whoarero loue their ſub- 
te&ts,tobenources forthe church of Godgo be 
louers of the publique peace of the land, to in- 
ereattheirſubiccts gently & moderately:as alſo 
of the people who: partis to honour the king, 
ro pay their tributes truly'& faithfully , ro obey 
all his Liuetenits & his officers, Itis the ſhcap- 
herds dutie toloue his ock,to watch,to labor, 
andto pray forit withoutceaſing, Allo iristhe 
partof the ſheepe tolouetheir ſheepeherd: of 
fathersto loue thcir children, of childr& ro louc 
their fathers & mothers; ofthe wife tolouc her 
huſband, & ofthe husband to loue his wife: of 
maſtersto loue their ſeruants, andof ſeruants 
to louetheirmaſters: andlaltly it behooucth e- 
uery one of ys for his particular part,toexerciſc 
- Charitie inthat vocationwherin God hath pla- 
ced him in his eternall prouidence and wiſe- 
dome . For otherwiſe we ſhall ncuer be able 
faithfully ro acquite vs of our duetie as well to- 
wards Godas towards men, except we be gui- 
dedand gouerned by the rule of charitic , in all 
our aftaires and buſinefle whatſoeuer.

Hus we haue ynderſtood, wherin the cxa- 

mining 8& one of our ſelues cofiſterh: 

wherunto is to be added a good aduilement 8 

due conhideration ofthe points & obſeruations 

following, Firſt we muſt take good heede, that 


we be not ouerbuſie in making a curious ſearch 


of the life of another:following the [teppes of 


many, which fifr ſo narrowly the imperteCtions 
_ oftheirbrethren,that in the meane while their 
oWnc'infirmities are vtterly forgotte, Wel may 
we pray, yea we ought to procure with all our 
power &ability,thatthe church may be preſcr- 
ued & kept in puritie,& alrogether without ap- 
pearice orſhew ofany offence, But forſomuch 
as in this world, the corne ſhalbe always ming- 
led with the chaffe, the good iſh with the bad, 
Iudas withthertrue Apoltles,the fooliſhvirgirs 
withthe wrſe:itisnot meetthatany of vs ſhold 
haſtely take offence thereat, but contrariwiſe 
that he endeuor to find that perfection inhim- 
ſelfe, which he feeketh tobring into another. 
Secondly, we maynort thinkethar Faith, re- 
pentance,thankeſgiuing,& loue, andthe other 
vertues, which God requireth at ourhands,can 
be perfe&tin vsdurin gthismortallite.Forthe! e 
wil be alwaies to be found in vs, be we neuer{o 
thorowlie and perfeQtlie renued, ſome reliques 
of finne, of vnbeliefe, of mpenttencie, of VN- 


thankfulneſle, and of felfeloue: which al are di-

vs to drawneere ynto him, & to this holy ban- 


- quet,tothe end that, like miſerable ſtarued cre-

Thirdlie, albeit aperfeR Faith, repentance, 
gluing ofthankes, and loug, is notneceſlary to

muſt come fromthe heart, and from the ſpirit. 
Our Faith may not be feigned, our repentance 


may not be diflembled, as is the mannerofthe 


hypocites: the thankes which we giue to God, 
may not proceede onely out ofthe mouth:nei-

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Faith & Chriſtian life, muſt aboue allthings be 
farre remooued from vayne boaſting and dif- 
ſembling,that we may take more care & paines 
to be efothyal & before God,thento be cltce- 
med &taken for good Chriſtians before men.

' A Stheyare many which faulte in comming 
vnworthily tothe Supper: ſothere are ma- 
nie which offend ofthe contrarie, namelic, in 
not comming atal, norpreſenting themſclues 
- tothe ſaid holy banquet; fearing(asthey faic) 
to be partakers ofthe ſame ynworthilie, and fo 
conſequently, to be culpable and guiltic ofthe 
bodice and blood of Teſus Chriſt. Butletthem 
knowe, which abſteine ofſet purpoſe from the 
table ofthe Lord, that itisnolefſe avice, tho- 
rough ynthankfulnes and contempt oftheho- 
ly meates, which God ſetteth before vs inthe 
Supper, toavbſtaine, then itisroreceiuc it vn- 
worthily : euen as the patient whichis daunge- 
rouſly ſicke,ifhe make no accomptofthe Phy- 
ſition his receipt and order, deſerueth noletle 
blame then he that abuſeth the ſame receipt & 
dyct,and doth not vſc itwith diſcretion & mo- 
deration according as it was ordered by the 
Phyfition.

Laſtly, they deſpite the 
Church,and the vnion thereof, & of their owne 
accord excommunicate themſelues from the 
fellowſhipthat the faithful haue inthe Supper, 
as well with Icſus Chriſt, as one withanother, 
Thus weſee,thattheſe contemaers of the Lord 
his Supper,do groflely falt and grieuouſly finne 
inthis behaite, andarealtogcther yoid and vn- 
worthy of excuſe.

Y ou ſay, EuſebiusYhat the principal 
point, that is taught vs inthe myſterie of the 
ſupper,and that wearetolearne thereinand to 
caltoremembrance ſo often as we come tothe 
tabletocelebratc the ſame, is that Teſus Chriſt 
is our life :; neuertheleſle it {ſeemeth that this is 
contrarie tothat which you lately ſaide, ſpea- 
king of the fruites of Faith _b attributing 
thereunto our ſaluation: and further repugnant 
to that which is written inthe Pſalmes, where 
Dauid magnifying the graces of God, ſaieth, 
That in himisthe wel cf life; and that ourlight 


pro- 
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rocecdeth onelie from his brightnes. Foifthe 
umanitie of Ieſus Chriſt pn and offered 

yp.vnto God forour redemption, isthe cauſe 
of ourlife, how can it be that God & our Faith 
are the cauſes and occaſions thereof? 

Euſeb. The one of theſe is no hinderance 
tothe other, as you declared vnto vsat large in 
oneof your ſermons, Itis moſt certeine, and of 
almen confeſſed, that God is the author of our 
life: and thatin him we haue our being, feeling, 
mouing, and vnderſtanding, Further, that in 
beholding his ſhining countenance,confiſterh 
the full contentment of all ourdefires, and our 
moſt perfect and blefſedeſtate: becauſeit isthe 
chiefelt & moſt ſouereigne good, which com- 
prehending vnder it all other particular good 
things, hath ſufficient in that reſpe& to con- 
tent and ſatiſhe all our appetites and dies, 
when we haue obteined & do enioie the ſame. 
Bur the meanc go haue fruition andpofleſhon 
thereof, and todraweneere yntohim, "is Ieſus 
Chriſt his ſon. For euen as without God there 
isno life; ſo without Ieſus Chriſt there is no 
God,asS. Iohndoth witneſle, ſayeng: whoſo- , 1,1., 
euer denieththe Sonnc, the ſame hath not the 
Father: and, whoſocuer confeſleth the Sonne, 
the ſame hath the Father alſo , And Sainct 
Paulin his Epiſtles written to the Galathians 
and Epheſians; to whom hee ſhewerh that in 
the time of their ignorance, and when they 
knewe not Ileſus Chriſt, they were without 
B iy God 
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Godinthe world. And this isthg cauſe whyhe 
was called by the Angel and by the Prophet, 
Emanuel, which in Wk 1s as much to ſay,” 
as, Godis with vs: to ſhew ynto vsthar there is 


no other mcaneto 1oyNe and knitvs together 


with him, then that meane ofhis fſonne;which 


may alſo be prooucd by this reaſon. Itisnot 
polfible forvsto haue anic feHowſhippe with 


God, who is righteous and a moſtcleare and 


: = : 
perfect light, fo long as wee continue in our 


finnes and darknefle: in as much as two things 
ſo fullyanddireQtlic contrarie, cannotmeere 
together, neendureech other. Whereforeit 
multneedes bethat beforc any agreement or 
league can beentreated of betwene him & vs, 
we areto be freed & deliuered from the cauſes 
of our ſeparation from God, which can by no 
oth@meane be compaſſed and obtained then 
by Ieſus Chriſt. For he is the true light which 
enlighteneth eucrie man th@ commeth into 
the world : he is the Lambe that taketh awaie 
our finnes, Wherxeuponit foloweth ofneceſſ1- 
ty, that if we wil be reconciled and ioyncdvn- 
to (Zod, wee mult bee made partakers of the 
righteouſneſle of his ſonne and multbe ligh- 
tened by his ſpirit : tothe end thathe couering 
Our flhyneſl & imperfections with the one, 
and driuing away by litle and litle the darke- 
nefle that dwellech in vs with the other, may 
hereby take away the'lettes and liinderances, 
by the which this happic league and agree-

ternal life : for my fleſh is meatein deed, & my 
blood is drinke in deed. He that eatcth my fleſh 
and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, and 1 
in him, As the living Father hath {ent me, ſo 
liueIby the Father:andhethat eateth me,cuen 
he ſhal live by me. Al which places do ſerue to 


nootherend & purpole , then to giue vs to'vn- 


derſtand, that his humanitie, crucifed for our 
finnes hath the powerto bring vsto life, & to 
quicken vs, by reconciling vs vnto God, when 
we cate thercof: that is toſaic, when #: bya 
true andliuelie Faith do, as itwere , geta pro- 
prietyin the ſage vnto our ſelues, and being v- 
nited & ingrafted into it,dolicthere as it were 
ata ſurc anker, bya firme andſtedfaſtruſtand 
confidence. For by this meane weareioyned 


- yntothediuinitie, which is the wel of life & of 


al bleſſedneſle. Forthis cauſe Tertullian ſaieth 
that ourfleſh is fedde with the fleſh of Ieſus 
Chriſt, tothe endthat ourſoule maic be refre- 
ſhed & filled withGod. To which purpoſe we 
may refer two notable places of S. Auguſtine, 
the one in his commentaries vppon S. Tohn: 


where he ſaicth (ſpeaking of the faithful man) 
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By Chriſt thou commeſt to Chriſt: by Chriſt 
man, to Chriſt voy the word which was 
madefleſh, tothe wofle which was inthe be- , 
ginning with G oD : by the breade which is 


caten of men, to that which is eaten of An- 


| gels, The other place is in one of his Ho- 


milies yppon the Pſalmes , wherc he ſetteth 
foorth a molt excellent compariſon taken 
from the Nource and her young childe. The 
nource and the childe (1aicth hee ) doe cate 
one felfe and the ſame meate, but after a di- 
uerſe manner: forthe milke which the childe 
ſucketh out of her breſtes, is the breade 
that his nource before had eaten : but for the 
better preparing and ordering of itin ſuch ſort 
as the childe might let it dawne, and thereby 
recciue his nouriſhment, it wasneedefull thar 
firſt ifhould be incarnate in her, and that it 
ſhould be tourned into blood in her lyuer, to 
the ende it might become the more {weete 
and delicate for the childe his drinking, and 
beingcarried from the lyuerto the breſts,thar ir 
ſhoulde be there chaunged into milke , and 
euen there ſhould receiue a ftraunge kinde of 
whiteneſlc, leaſtthe childe ſecing itinthe for- 
mercolourſhould haue bcene afraide of itand 
abhorre it, Eyenſo (ſaith he) ſoone after a 
plying his compariſon, the Angels and 0 4 
weandare fedde withone and the ſame foode: 
for neither they nor we haue anie ſtrength or 
life, orlivelineſſe, but by theonelie GI" 
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and almightie worde of God : neither is there 


- anie other difference, byt that the foode that 


they receiue in meate, Wee receiue in milke: 
for by rcaſon of ourinfirmiticand weakenefle, 
it was needefull that this word ſhould be made 
fleſh, and bythat meane ſhould beappliedto 
the capacity and ſtrength of our ſtomacke,that 
we might be able todigeſtit, and to be nouri- 
ſhedandſuſteined by it. 
Miniſter. 

I perceiue Exſebins , that you were not in 
ſleepe at my ſermon, who doe ſo faithfullie re- 
hearſe what you haue heard. O that itmight 
pleaſe God that all the reſt of my. auditours 
woulde bee ſo attentiue and had fo great and 
ſingular defire to make profite by the worde, 
as Iveriliebelceue you haue. Butthe furtherI 


proceedein myexcerciſe, I hauethe belifer ex- 


perience, that forthe moſt part they are ſocold 
and careleſſe, Qhat I am conſtrained to com- 
plaineof them, and to ſhew you my griefein 
that behalfe, 

Euſebius. 

If I be diligentto learnethe woxde of God, 
and in anie ſmall meaſure capable of the 
knowle ge thereof, I ami bounde to render 
vnto him all praiſe and thankgs, and to con- 
fefle that without his Spirite of my owne 
nature I ſhoulde haue as litle taſte and fee- 
ling thereof , as the moſt carnall and carth- 
lie manne in the worlde . But tothe ende 


we 
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wedo not diſcontinue and breake off our for- 
mer matter, if memoriefaile not, for a further 
and more full declafation of the myſterie 
whereof wedo now intreate, tothe former f1- 
militude of ſain& Auguſtineyou ioyned ano- 


thertaken from the bodie of man, the mem-- 


bers whereof cannot by any meanes haue part 
ofthelife which prin geth & proccedeth om 
the ſoule remainingin the bodie , exceptthey 
be vnited and joyned with it : no more is it 


poſiible for ys to be quickened by this fulneſſe 

of the Godheade which(as ſain&t Paul faieth) 

dwelleth bodily in Icſus Chriſt,and giuerth life 

tothe whole Church, except we be members 

yu bodie, fleſh of his fcth, and bone of his 
one. 

Miniſter. You haue ſufficientlie declared 
how te humanitie and fleſh of Ieſus Chriſt is 
the meane of ourlife.But as concerning Faith, 
whereof the Prophet and Apeſtle haue writ- 
ten, thatthe iuft ſhall live by ir, how are weto 
vnderſtand this point? 

Euaſeb. Iſaid at the firſt that there is nolife 
without God, and next, thatthere isno God 
without Ieſus Chriſt: nowe I faie followin 

the like courſe, that there is no Iefus Chri 

without Faith#for by Faith we receiue him,as 
Sain& Iohn witneſleth: and he commeth to 
dwell in our hearts, as Saint Paul writeth to 


theEpheſians, by Faith : which he confirmeth 


byhis owne mouth, ſaying.-If anic man loue 
me 


Lordhis Supper, I3 
me he wil keepe my word,and my Father will 
loue him,and we will come ynto him,and- will 
dwell with him. For thEvnion which we haue 
with him is ſpirituall and like to that which is 
betweenethe husbande andthe wife. For e- 
uenas they be ioyned and coupled together 
for cuer by mutuall promiſes and bythat faith 
and truth wherin thoſe promiſes are mutuallie 
accepted, notwithſtanding that their bodies 
do changeneitherthe outward ſhape &forme, 
neyettheirnatural kind and ſexe;and that for 
_ thiscoupling and knitting of manand wite it 
is not required or meant that both of the ſhold 
viibly become one body,like as wine and wa- 
ter being mingled together in one cuppe or 
veſſel: ſo to marrie and to ioyne vsto Teſus 
Chriſt, it is notncedeful that our bodies ſhold 
be bound in one with his bodie, as wefeethe 
members of one bodice are bound together by 
the muſcles, eordes, finewes and-griftles of 
the ſame: which happening it would bethe 
moſt monſtrousthing that aman could ima- 
gineto beinnature. Butthe chiete and onelie 
matter is,that thoſe promiſes which he maketh 
ynto vs, namely,to comfort ys,if we wil come 
ynto him, todefend vs, to ſaue, to quicken vs, 
toredeeme vs, toraiſe vs vp frgm the dead, to 
pardon vs, and ſuch like, that his promiſes q 
{aic)be beleeuedofvs and firmelie perſwade 

that wee like andaccept ofthem, andhaue af- 
ſurance in them, promifinge vnto himin like .

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manneronour behalfes,that we acknowledge 
none other then him alone for our King and 
Prieſt, ourſheppard afid our Prophet: that we 
wil heare no other yoice or Jodrine but his : 


that for our ſatiſfaQtion, remiſſion, and ſaluati- 


on we wil v{eno other ſacrifice the that, which 


| is once offered for vs: that we wil chufe none

other Aduocate or Attornie then him; when 
we would bereoramendedin anie of ourne- 
cefſiticsto the good grace andfauor and ayde

In 
theſe promiſes giuen, taken, and kept of both 
partic$ conſiſteththe allignce and league, that 
we haue with Teſus Chrift, And euen as a wo- 
man, that is lawfullice marriedo an husband 
miſdoubtethnot, albeit her huſband abide at 
Conſtantinople and ſhe atParis,that notwith- 
ſtanding the ſundring of their bodies , and 
greate Filance berweene the places, where 
they abide, they are neuerthelefle one fleſh; 


and that there 1s a perfe&t coniuntion be- 


tweene them ,/and ſuch a bonde and knot of 
friendſhip asisnotto be looſed: fo albeitthat

Saint Paul faieth, that we that are 
manie are one breade, and one bodie , becauſe we 
all are partakers of one bread, Euen as therefore 
inthe ken we are taught thatthereisno 0- 
ther meaneto obtaine ſaluation then by Ieſus 
Chriſt,deade and crucified for vs: {o wee doe

andnouriſhed, euen as it is by other corporall 
D it meates 
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meates that we receaue: a thing wholie andal- 
together contrarie to experience, for the bo- 


dies of the faithfull , notwithſtanding the ea- 
ting onely of his fleſh, 8 __ his blood, 
muſt of necefſ1tie periſh and wither awaie, ex- 
ceptthey be nouriſhed and preſerued by ſome 
by: vi food orelſe by ſome other meane. 

. Theſeuenteenth is, that as we doe not cate 
corporall meares {pirituallie: euen ſo we can 
noteateaccording to this proportion, things 
ſpirituall carnallie. 

The eighteenthis, That if weeatethefleſh 
of Telus Chriſt corporallic, {o little a bodie as 
his was, being ſo broken in peices and parted, 
| ſhouldnot ſuffice ſo manie, as by eating were 
 madepartakers thereof, 

Wherefore we may ſafely inferre vpon all 
theſe reaſons, that the meane whereby weare 
ioynedto Ieſus Chriſtis ſpirituall , xy that by 
Faith wroughtin vs by the power of the Spirite 
we do cate bis fleſh and drinke his blood, that 
isto ſay, that we are vnited and ingrafted in 
his bodie, and more and morelincked and al- 
lied vnto him, And ſo ſaith'Sain& Auguſtine 
ycrieplainelie, writing vpon the 26. Plalme: 
Behold ({aith that holic father)owr pledge and or 
aſſurance: that we by Faith, Fope and Charitie ave 
for ener iojned to our head in heant:as he by dinint- 
tie bountie, & vnion ts with vs vponthe earth een 
onto the worlds end. And yponthe30,Pſa hots 
Chriſt i the head with the bodie , the heade is the

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ſaniour of the bodie,the head(T ſay)which is atre 
aſcended vp into heauen:and the be z the church, 
which yet doth labour and ts ſore troubled heere wp- 
on the earth, Now if the bodie had not bin ioy- 
ned and bounde to the head with a chaine of 
Charitie, that ofthe head & bodie there might 
be made but one, he would neuer haue ſpoken 
from heaucn inthis mannerrebuking thatper- 


ſecutour Saul: Saw!, Saul why perſecuteſt thowme? 18.2. 


AMmiſt. Then this ioyning is not after the 
manner of things natural,or conteined and cir= 
cunſcribed and encloſed in any place, asthe 
ioyning together of two (tones in one place 
with lime and ſand, or of two peeces of wood 
the one tothe other with glew;but it is adiuine 
and myſticall ioyning as you haue ſufhcientlie 
declared; and what maner of faith weoughtto 
bring with ys when we come to celebrate the 
Supper, Now if it pleaſe you I would haue you 
to proceede,&toſhew me inlike manner what 
manner of Charitie is required. 

Euſeb, We mate carric no hatred ne anie

minde. And as wehaue but one Baptiſme,one 
Faith, one Law, one ſpirit, one ſauiour, one 
heritage, onehope, ST one table ; ſo we maie 
not be but one bodie in our God being euers 
more preſt and readic to helpe one another 
both with ſuch bleflings as God hath out-= 
wardlic beſtowed vpon vs,andalſo with coun- 
cell, with carefulnefle, with painfulneſle, with 
our friends, and generallie with our whole 
ſtrength and power, whereof our neighbors 
may land in ncede. And foraſmuch as weare 
all of vs vnpertect inthis charitic, as well as we 
are in Faith : when we come tothe ſupper, we 
mult rememberto cal ypon God that it would 
pleaſe him to increaſethe ſame in vs by his {pi- 
rit, and to forgiue vs our manifold infirmities 
andimpertections.

Further, the Prieſt mult ſatiſhe the iuſtice of 
God for the iniquities and tranſ{grefſions. of 
thoſe, in whoſe fauour he offereth the ſacri- 
fice, inaſmuchashe appeereth and preſenteth 
himſelfe before him, as apledge and a ſurctic 
for their debts : whichno fs. and ſinful man 
isable to performe.

Again, The Prieſt muſt obteine remiſſion of ſins 
for thoſe for whom he doth ſacrifice, which cannor 
be obteined without ſheading of blood : For 
without ſheading of blood (ſaith the Apoſtle) us 
ro remiſſion. And this blood may not be the 
bloodof bulls, goates,calues,lambes,or of anie 
other beaſt, which cannot purge & purifiethe 
conſcience; but it muſt be the blood of the 
Prieſt hiniſelfe, & the ſame without ſpot. See- 
ingthen thatneuerinthe worldthere hath bin 
blood with that conditis, but onely the blood 
of Icſus Chriſt, we may hereby well conclude, 
thatitis he onely,that can execute the office of 
the Prieſt.

Seconidle, this renewing of the Sacrifice 
ſhould be ynprofitable arid ſeruing rono vſe,in 
reſpe&t of the remifſion of finnes, Which by 
Faith we do belecue and obteine: for Where ro 
remiſſion 1s, there 5 io more ſacrifice for ſirne. For 
if the end ofthe Sacrifice be, to ſahRifieatid to 
pertethim, for whom itis offered; Whatneed 
we to haite anie more ſacrifices, ſeeing thatby 
the ſacrifice, thar Ieſus Chriſt did bfter ynto 
God, ofhis owne body, we are already ſan&i- 
fied and made holie foreuer. 

Thirdly, it would bea great preiudice anda 
notorious iniuric to him, ifhis Sacrifice ſhould 
be renewed and offered againe by any other, 
then by himſelfe. Forifit were ſo, then ſhould 
he be robbed and ſpoiled ofthis honor, andthe 
oblation that he made once ofhis body,ſhould 
be reputedand takenas vnperfeRt and inſuth- 
cient: forthe renewing is a certeinereaſon and 
argument of imperfection. 

Andif there were other Priefts to offer gifts 
and ſacrifices for finne , and Teſus Chriſt were 
yetabiding vpon the earth , he ſhould be no 


Preiſt ar all. For ifhe were Preiſt, he ſhouldbe 
Prieſt 
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Prieſt alone , neither can he haue any fcllowto 
be ioined andaſſociate ynto himin the Preiſt- 
hood, no more then in his other offices. So we, 
may be reſolued , that we ne haue ,ne can haue 
other Preiſt to reconcile ys to God, then Teſus 
Chriſt: neother ſacrifice then that, which he 
hath once offered, to purchaſe ynto vs remiſſ1- 
on ofal our finnes. Ando FHezs bath the Prieſt, 

 andalſo the oblation, as ſaith $. Auguſtine, For as 
there was neuer inthe world anic perfect bo- 
die, ſaue his onely,worthie to be offeren VP vn- 
to Godin ſacrifice: ſothere was neuer anie 0- 
ther man ſoperfe&t, as he was fit and capablc 
ro offer vpthe ſame badie in ſacrifice. 

The third point. which we haue to conſider 
in the Maſle, is touchipg certaine things an- 
nexed to the ſacrifice and to the PriefiBood : 
which poynt maie briefelic and in fewe words 


be diſpatched, For they are confeſſions, prai- 
ers, or praiſes, orthe reading of Epiltles and 
qo of ceremonies.

As concerning praiers, this is much vngodli- 

nes orianpietic, andnolefle infidelitie or vabe- 

liefeinthem , foraſnuchasthe interceffion or 

merite -of ſome SainRe is molt commonlie 

mingledand 1oyned with them.

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ding of the Epiſtle and Goſpell , in that the 


nameof God is vied & taken in vaine, becauſe 
they be redde ina ſtrange language, it cannot 
bring any.cdifling tothe congregation. As for 
the ceremonies, tothe end I{aicnothing more 
otieuous,they are al ſuperltitious, becaule they 
areal the inuentions of men, without any ſence 
orfignification, ſauc onlie ſuch, asſlumbering 
and dreaming Monckes haue forged in their 
mindlefle and witlefle braines, and after haue 
pleated to beſtowe vpon them: yea ſome of 
them are meere idolatries : as the worltiping 
ofthe bread, cenling, and kneeling. Y 
By this that hath bin diſcourſed, as in a 
ſumme, touching the chicfe and principall 
poyntes ofthe Maſle, euerie one maie judge 
whatitis, andin what accompte & reckoning 
tobehbolden, and whither we haue manic and 
{ufficientreaſons to condemne, and to abhorre 
It, andrto withdrawe all men from taking parte 
inſo horrible blaſphemies & impieties, where- 
of it is pieced and patched together . For, /r 
1poſſible(as $.Paul faith)rhat we canbepartakers 
ofthe Lord his table, (5 of the table of dens, Then 
whoſoeuer he be that gocth to the Maſle,zhe 
leaueth,jin ſo doing,the Loxd his table,and for- 
ſakethalthe benehtsthere preſented: thatisto 
faie, he renounceth the ſacrifice of Ietus Chriſt 
and al thatthereupon dependeth : towitte, his 
righteouſnes, life, the grace of God, andallthe 


happineſle thathe is to hope for, andto fob 
or

for one daie in his kingdome. 

There beſomme Tot ſaie(tocloake andto 
couer their forfeit and offence inthis behalfe) 
that albeir they are preſent at Maſle, yetnot- 
withſtanding they meane not to be partakers 
thereof, butin trueth it isnot poſſible foraman 
to dothe one , buthe ſhal committe the other,

the ſacrifices gs he not partaker of the altar? that is 
to ſay,waoſocuer commethto the ceremonies, 
maxeth preſent profeſſion, thatheis partaker 
of the miſteries therein vnderſtood and taught, 
that he that goeth to the Maſſe, forſakethand 
departeth from the table and benefites of Teſus 
Chriſt, This reaſon onely might be {ufficent to 
withdraw all men from the 1ame, and to hin- 
derthat they ſhould not be preſent: and alſo 
that we haue an exprefle commandement, rhar 
by no meanes wedo communicate withthe unfuite- 
full workes of darkenes, but rather that we ao blame 
them andreprebendihem. Againe, T hat we dp not 
couple our ſelves with jnfidels : that we departe out * 
of their companie : that we ſeperate our ſelues 
from ſuch, and. handle nothing thatisdefiled 
oryncleanc; for the reaſons following: Becauſe 
there is nofellowſhippe betweene righteouſneſſe ana 
enrighteouſneſſe, betweene light and aarkeneſſe,be- 
tweene Chriſt and Belial, betweene the faithfull and 
the infidel, laſtly, betweene twe temple of God and [- 
doles. Againe,we are commanded To depart out 
of Babylon, that we be not partakers of her ſmnes, 
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wor feele her woundes . Which teſtimonies of 
Scripture are cleare & plaine —__ toturne 
«fidethe mindes of all men, that they haue no 
fellowſhippe nor agreement with infidels, and 
chieflic in che exerciſe of religion, and of all 
things hereunto belonging. 

Ibeſech God who hath giuen you , my Lord, this 
willingacs and defire to be informed of this great a- 
buſc,l meane of the Mafle,that it would pleaſe him to - 
lighten your ynderſtanding that you mai rightly and 
eruely conceaue this treatiſe , breifely handeled and 
in fewe wordes: and ro you ſuch ſtrengrh and fir 
occaſions, as you may thereby be hable ro withdrawe 
your ſelfe wholy from all cheſe curſed abominations 
and borrible impietics, no doubre the cauſe & princi- 
pall roote an dpring of all the miſeries and curfinges 
that are this day throughout che whole worlde. And 
ſarely, my Lord, rhere 1s no other waic towin and to 
keepe the fauour of God, from the which oaclic you 
are to looke forall the honour, proſperitie, _ 
creaſe, rhar you deſire and romiſs to yout ſelfe, then 
to ſecke by al meanes poſſible the ſerting vp of his ſer- 
uice and honour : yealding and applying your ſelfe 
with your whole hearre to his whole 2 a ure: & con- 
trarilic, T7725" Ow auoyding wharſocuer may of- 
fend and difpleaſe him: chiefelic and principallic, all 
thekindes of idolatrie, which abaue all other crimes 
andfimnes is moſt odious to him and moſt abhomina- 
ble. Ipraic God ro giue you the grace coſecke, and 
toprocure ynto himchis honour and ſervice. 
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
